A conttnulnff to-do over the election polls 
has prompted ua to ndd a postscript to our 
laat word on the subject. Anions the to- 
doors arc Rep. Sid Simpson of Illinois (Rp- 
publlcnn), who wants a law to bar Jiuch polls 
from the malls, and a newspaperman named 
Ch.T.rlcs Abrama (obviously not Republican) 
who wants the whole polllnR aystcm Investi- 
gated by a senate-committee. 

Mr. Simpson says that polls "exert a certain 
bandwaRon psychology that Is not In the 
country's best Interest." Mr. Abrams, who 
«eem.i to think the surveys are ringed, say.i 
that "a biased poll may not only Infhicnco 
voters but precipitate a bandwnfton rush 
of politicians, campaign contributors and 
others." 

Apparently these gentlemen have hastened 
to condemn the polls without examining the 
election results too closely. 

Governor Dewey had generally been con- 
ceded the election by many astute Demo- 
crats as well OS by Republicans and pollsteru, 
from the day that Mr. Truman was nomin- 
ated. Yet Mr. Dewey, a aurc thing, got the 
smallest Republican vote since Al( Landon, 
obviously and hopelessly outclassed, made 
the run In 1936. (As a matter ol (act. the 
Literary Digest poll of that year didn't start 
any rush for the Landon bandwagon, cither,) 
Mr. Abrams doesn't stop ^i^ltly accusing the 
ID4fl "biased" polls of pu.shlng the bandwagon 
that never started rolling. He al-io blames 
Messrs. Gallup and Roper for "polling the 
world on International questions" and. by 
asking questions about Intervention versus 
Isolation, "playing with people's lives." 

Further, says Mr, Abrams. "the poll . . . 
now claims to be a scientific- measurement 
of what people think, with one of Its func- 
tions, the Inducing of public action," The 
Qallup poll, for one. has never made such n 
claim, nor have we seen It made by other 
\ pollsters. 

The poll does not "now" make any new 
claim to science. Current method.! have al- 
ways been scientific, although, as we have 
suggested before, they may have become 
more exact with practice and experience. 

No one, we feel sure. Is more Interested In 
finding and correcting the errors that pro- 
duced the klng-slze election boner than the 
pollsters themselves. Any law to bar political 
opinion surveys from the malLi would nervo 
no purpose beyond endangering freedom of 
opinion and of the press. A senate Investiga- 
tion might well have a similar result. 

Mr. Abrams also quotes a magazine writer's 
suggestion that polls be undertaken by non- 
profit, tax-supported or endowed agencies. 
We can't see any virtue in that, either. The 
pollsters are in a competitive business. They 
stand to iwe business and Income by their 
election errors. The desire to cancel out those 
losses Is. we think, as good a stimulii.% as any 
for producing more efficient and accurate 
samplings In the future. 



MIL TOFFENETTI'S VISIT 

We would not think of adding nny past- 
script which might embarrass Dnrio L. Tof- 
fenettl. well known Chicago cafe operator, 
who recently came to Idaho to be honored for 
"his distinguished and unusual service to the 
great potato Industry" of this state. 

Toffcncttl has done a better Job of featur- 
ing Idaho potatoes on his menus than have 
most restaurateurs In our own state. For that 
he deserves our whole-hearted aporccintlon. 

The point we make Is the method by which 
Idaho attempted to pay Mr. Toffcncttl its 
due respects. It will be recalled that the 
state gave him a "commission" as "Idaho'.i 
first marshal and pos.*!e-m ember- at -largo 
of the Idaho vigilantes." 

Like the dummy who has difficulty flRur- 
Ing out the point to a storj'. we don'l get It — 
any pcsslblc connection Mr. Toffenettl mlnht 
have with the Idaho vigilantes, that Is. 

We understand the purpose beneath It all, 
but to our way of thinking there should have 
been some more appropriate way of demon- 
strating to Mr. Toriencttl our appreciation 
for all that he has done to give Idaho pota- 
toes outstanding recognition. 

Wouldn't It have been more effective to 
have staged some sort of a potato festival, 
at which our leading potato growers, restaur- 
ant operators, food dealers anil elvic leaders 
would have been pre.-^ent and at which Mr. 
Toffenettl would have been the (jiiest of 
honor? 

On such a significant occasion people from 
all over Idaho could have Joined In .sinking 
his praises, all of which could have been 
climaxed with the governor presenting him 
with an attractive, official letter, suitable for 
framlnB. In which the state of Idaho form- 
ally expressed Its appreciation for "his dis- 
tinguished and unusual service to tlie great 
potato Indu.'itry of Idaho." 

If Mr. Toffenettl had been honored in such 
a manner, wo believe he would have been 
equally if not more- pleased and thnt the 
Whole affair would have seemed more sincere 
and genuine. Besides, It might have helped 
to put our own cafe operators and food mer- 
chants on their toes to do a, better Job of 
boosting a home product.
